For  the  last  decade  a  new  trend  has  been  developing  in 
our  American  educational  system.  Many  of  the,  stifter 
curriculum  requirements  have  been  relaxed  or  totally  r^ 
placed  by  more  immediately  "pracitcal  co^es,  which 
are,  inc;identally,  easier  for  the  average,  student. 

The  induction  of  many  of  our  youmg  men  into  our  armed 
forces  has  made  it  apparent  that  this  change  is  almost  dis¬ 
astrous.  Our  army  needs  highly  trained  mathematicians 
and  versatile  linguists.  Good  minds,  thoroughly  familiar 
with  algebra,  arithmetic,  and  geometry  can 
higher  mathematics;  or,  if  trained,  through  Latin  or  Gre«!c, 
in  the  skills  of  learning  languages,  the  average  mmd  can 
master  a  new  language  well  enough 
mentary  conversaUon  in  a  few  weeks.  However  the  gov- 
emment  cannot  begin  its  training  of  men  and  officers  with 
seven  or  eighth  grade  work.  ^ 

The  life  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  lead  in  the  immedi¬ 
ate  future  is  a  challenge  to  us  as  students  and  as  teachers. 
Once  an  American  education  was  the  most  adapt^le,  mos 
applicable  education  to  be  had  in  the  world.  Amencans 
were  pioneers;  they  were  teachers  or  farmers,  carpenters 
orJ5ankers.  Their  training  was  a  combination  of  booK 
learning  and  hand  learning.  Out  of  men 
a  spirit  of  independence  and  self-reliance-the  Ame  loan 
spirit.  '  Has  our  ingenuity  become  so  atrophied  that  we 
shall  be  unable  to  meet  the  challenge.
